Home pasteurization is simple and 
can be done while one is doim? tho 
ordinary kitchen work and with lit- 
tle expense except the gas or fuel 
used.

ly cover your milk bottle filled with 
milk. Place n saucer under the bot- 
tle in recepticle. put on the fire and 
bring up to 340 dcfrroos and hold at 
this temperature for 20 or 30 minutes 
and then cool ns rapidly as possible 
xvifli running water nnd place on ice 
until feeding time. 


Home Made Refrigerator 


Those that' have not or cannot 


spare the time to use this method 
should try and provide a refrigerator, 
a home made one will do. Get a soap 
box at your grocery, also a covered 
earthen jar and place the jar in the 
soap box with saw-dust or excelsior 
p,acked on bottom and sides of jar. 
Get a piece of linoleum made in a 
cylinder form, this will need to be 
about one ft. wide and three ft. lonp:, 
so when ends arc sewed together will 
fit 
closely over the enrthern jar. 


This will keep the heat from cettinj? 
in the jar. and keep the jar clean. 
Newspapers closely packed over this 
will help greatly also to 
keep 
the 


baby's milk from spoiling. Five cents

Eight Hours in Steel 


Inter-Church movement, wrecked large- 


ly because it dared to tell what it believed 


to be the truth about the twelve hour day in 
steel, may find consolation and vindication in 
•the tardy announcement of Judge Gary that 
the steel trust will inaugurate*the eight-hour 
day as soon as sufficient labor is available. It 
is, to be sure, a grudging acknowledgement of 
well-nigh unanimous public opinion, but it 
speaks eloquently of the courageous forces 
•which the churches unloosed when they for the 
first time, as a body, faced squarely their duty 
toward modern industrial conditions. The In- 
ter-Church report on steel made the twelve- 
hour day an issue, and it was not less an issue 
this spring though the Inter-Church move- 
ment had failed of its first promise, as Judge 
Gary discovered when, after two years_of tem- 
porizing with the idea, he definitely announced 
that the eight-hour day was impossible in steel. 
The forces which the Inter-Church movement 
awakened reacted at once, and it seems fair to 
trace to them in large part the steel chairman's 
latest announcement in which the impossibility 
of the eight-hour day is abandoned. 


Few prominent leaders of American indus- 


try have had to confront the indignation which 
Judge Gary encountered after his earlier an- 
nouncement this year. 
From every quarter, 


even in his own industry, there came vigorous 
Denial of what he asserted as fact. Steel men 
showed that smaller companies than United 
States Steel were operating successfully and 
profitably on the eight-hour day. Labor in steel 
repudiated this claim that they preferred 
twelve hours work and pay to the more Ameri- 
can conditions possible under the eight-hour 
system, and from outside of the industry there 
was a storm of general public protest. 'The 
country asserted vigorously its belief in some- 
thing more than work, eat and sleep as a pro- 
gram for American workers. It is hardly any 
v.-onder that the steel trust reconsjdered its 
position. 


No doubt there is a string to the new policy, 


detectable in the qualification that the eight- 
hour day will be established when there is a 
sufficient labor supply. That seems to indi- 
cate a hope that the twelve-hour day can be 
traded for the removal of immigration restric- 
tions against which the steel trust has been the 
leading assailant. 
But it is a forlorn hope. 


The twelve-hour day is discredited by public 
opinion on its merits, and when Judge Gary 
complains of a labor shortage in steel the ob- 
vious answer is that American workmen will 
not take jobs that allow them no leisure time 
for amusement or self-improvement.

change of front. Not even the steel trust can 
buck fundamental conditions and the main cur- 
rent of human progress.

American ~ Explorer Tells of 


Six Pound Ear Rings 


In Andaman Islands 


Despite thoir craze for ear rings, 


particularly the long,, "double-deck- 
ed" ones that touch the shoulder- 
blades, American women don't know1 
anything about real oar bobs. 
That is the word of Captain Ed- 


ward Saulsbury, American explorer 
just back from the Antlaman islands 
where a little-known people dwell. 
The Antiamans arc 400 miles south 
of Siam and about 200 miles west of. 
Malay, and 
their -inhabitants are' 


primitive. 
In one of the Islands, 
live the 


Karo-Iiataks, 
a 
people that have 
come into touch 
with 
civilization 


more than the others and Capt. Sauls- 
bury exhibited a six pound ear ring 
that the Karo-Batak women wear. 
, 


It is o£ solid silver and shaped like 


a huge hair pin with cylindrical coils 
at each end, liko the rope coils on a 
ship's deck. The top is fitted through 
the lobe of the ear and after the 
ring has been worn a few months the 
car begins 
to resemble 
a mule's. 


That, however, is not out of keeping 
with tho Batak beauty code. 


Women save all their lives to sat- 


isfy their vanity in the direction o£ 
ear rings. Clothes do not worry them 
for they wear 
only breech clouts. 


Money has no value to them and 
when a silver coin comes--into_,their 
possession, it doesn't go for the lat- 
est beauty prcparationfbut is melted 
down to make the ear ring. 


Captain Saulsbury estimated that 
the Karo-Batak wealth in ear rings 
is $2,500,000. The women are con- 
tent to eat cocoanuts as long as they 
can wear th'e monster ear bobs.

'Vrhen total costa exceed a building 


budget, it is perfectly natural for tho 
homo builder to place tho blame on 
someone. Usually the contractor or 
the 
architect — possibly 
both — aro 


blamed for wilfully misleading tho 
home builder as to tho amount of' 
money necessary to build a home. It 
may seem to you that the architect 
Is responsible for "extras." On the 
other hand, the contractor, who at 
the start appeared to bu a. trust- 
worthy workman, may appear to 
have suddenly turned into a modern 
pirate and that for some roasorr ho 
•;eema bound and determined to mako 
up all possible losses on the job by 
Including them In tho 
exorbitant 


charge for the apparently simple lit- 
lio changes and additions you may 
isk for at tho lost minute. These 
things come under the heading of 


-^ "extras." 


Let us see how the architect and 


contractor look upon "extras." 


Speaking of "exlras," we refer, of 


course, to reliable honest construe- 
Uon. To boLh the architect and tho 
contractor "extras" aro always a 
f Aut nuisance. The money which 
they cost cannot make, up for the 
waste, lost time and worry Incurred. 


Changes! Changes! Changes! 


Generally speaking, the architect 


cannot quite iee why home builders 
can-not first mako up their minds 
about what they want and stick to it. 
Perhaps, as frequently happens tho 
home builder likes a. stairway in their 
neighbor's house better than the one 
designed for his own homo.

haps, the housewife decides she can 
never get aloni^ %vith just one closet 
In the front bedroom. These things 
usually occur after a houso is under* 
way, a-nd the architect and contractor 
are requested to moke the necessary 
changes.
